McKnight on the stand said that he 
saw Frank the day of the murder—that 
Frank came home from the factory 
about 1:30 P. M., and returned with- 
out eating anything. He testified also 
that Mineola, his wife, who was a 
servant at the Selig home, where Frank 
lived, told of Frank’s coming home in- 
toxicated the night of the crime, and 
of his telling Mrs, Frank that he was 
in trouble and ‘“ didn’t know why he 
should murder a girl,” and that one of 
the family remarked that Frank. had 
been caught with a girl in the factory. 

The negro in his affidavit says he 
was induced to swear falsely by R. L. 
Craven, employed by Solicitor General 
Dorsey to get evidence against Frank.

During his visit Prince Pignatelli was 
arrested twice on Long Island for vio- 
lating speed ordinances in an automo- 
bile when he was on the way to a race 
at the Rockaway Hunting Club. 

The family to which Prince Pignatelli 
belongs was originally Italian.

Neverthe- 
less, we have no data to predict the 
character of the coming season. It 
will depend on the winds that blow 
next July and August.

As Force Has Not Purged Itself 


of Wrongdoers, Mayor Should 
Have Power to Do So, HeSays. 


BOUND BY A FALSE CODE 


Conspiracy of Silence Makes Hon- 
‘est Men Protect Those Who Are 
Corrupt, Senator Asserts. 


United States Senator Elihu Root, to 
whom Mayor Mitchel sent copies of his 
police bills, has written to the Mayor 
saying that he approves the effort of 
Mayor Mitchel to effect a reorganiza- 
tion of the Police Department through 
the Legislature, Senator 
most of the men on the force are hon- 
est and loyal, but that the police coce 
ot honor holds them under a conspiracy 
of silence, and they become in effect 
protectors of their dishonest and dis- 
loyal fellows.

jiere is Senator Root’s letter: 

United States Senate, Washington, 

Feb. 20, 1914. 

Dear Mr. Mayor: I am obliged to 
you for sending me the proposed po- 
lice bills, For many years of my ac- 
tive practice in the courts 1 was fre- 
quently called in on one side or the 
other in litigations relating to the 
removal or reinstatement of officials 
under the City Charter, and particu- 
iarly in the Police Department, and I 
became very familiar with the work- 
ings of that department, and was 
compelled to give much consideration 
to the effect of the statutes upon the 
morale and efficiency of the police 
torce. it nas always seemed to me 
that the laws which give permanency 
of tenure to members of the _ police 
force are dictated, not by any right of 
the policemen, but by the underlying 
belief that as a matter of permanent 
policy a better police force will be 
secured by giving permanency of 
tenure. This must be the basis of 
such laws, for the State, like any 
private employer, has a right to make 
a contract for service terminable at 
will if it sees fit, and if it makes a 
contract not terminable at will it is 
only because it is deemed to be for the 
public interest to do so. 

The question must always be open 
whether such a policy has in fact ac- 
complished its purpose of producing 
the best possible police force. I think 
that in view of the most distressing 
revelations of the past few years 
concerning permitted and protected 
crime in the City ef New York we are 
bound to say that the policy of per- 
manency in the poliee force has not 
succeeded. There is no _ question 
whatever in my mind that it was 
within the power of the police force to 
make that policy successful. The cor- 
rupt and disloyal members of the 
force are comparatively few. The 
great body of the force is composed 
of honest and loyal men. But there 
is a code of honor in the police force 
under which the honest and loyal men 
submit to being controlled by a con- 
spiracy of silence, and they become 
in effect protectors of their dishonest 
and disloval fellows. The police force 
knows what officers are dishonest; 
the police force knows what officers 
are in league with criminals; the 
police force could purge itself if 
it chose. It has not done so. Fail- 
ing to do so itself has made the 
public policy of permanent tenure 
a comparative failure, and it has 
no right tu complain if a different 
policy is inaugurated. In my opinion 
the conditions which have been shown 
to exist demand a change of policy, 
and the grant of power to the head of 
the City Government to do for the 
force what the force has failed to do 
for itself.

The most conspicuous case 
was that of the Alabama, as to which 
Earl RussELL, for the British Govern- 
ment, began by absolute refusal to ar- 
bitrate on the ground that British 
honor was deeply involved, and ended 
by assenting to a settlement that has 
proved of incalculable value to both 
countries. Under the terms of the re- 
newed treaties the responsibility will | 
be well defined in each successive case | 
for a decision that any given question 
shall be excluded. It is a responsibil- 
ity which no Government, our own or 
other, will venture to ignore or to 
treat lightly. And every case that 
shall go to the Permanent Tribunal 
hastens the time when there shall be 
adjudication, not arbitration only, of 
international differences. 

Perhaps the vote on the withdrawal 
of the tolls question from arbitration 
is not conclusive as to the final repeal 





of the exemption provision, but it is 
clearly very encouraging. There is 
practically but one opinion as to what 
would happen to tolls exemption if it 
ever went to arbitration. Indeed, the 
friends of the measure have rather 
loudly insisted that it should not be 
arbitrated. It was they who proposed 
to except it from the treaties. They 
were defeated by more than a two- 
thirds vote. It does not surely follow 
that a majority can be got for repeal, 
but the movement for repeal is obvi- 
ously strengthened. 

President WuLSON entitled to 
hearty congratulations and much 
praise for his conduct of this phase of 
international policy. He has _ dis- 
tinctly and fearlessly stood for the 
maintenance of the national honor 
which binds us to be honorable, and he 
has firmly refused his assent to any 
evasion of fair obligations. He has 
done this under conditions that were 
disheartening. He has won the ad- 
vance that he has so far made by ap- 
peals to the conscience and the good 
sense of Senators and Congressmen, 
and by like appeal, judicious and dig- 
nified but frank and open, to the peo- 
ple. If he wins completely, as we are 
confident that he will,*having in mind 
particularly the tolls question and that 
of Colombia, he will not only have 
maintained the honor of the nation, he 
will have advanced it and placed it on 


firmer foundations. It is'a great and 
noble service.

THE COURTS AND THE CONSTI- 


TUTION. 
A bill introduced by Senator Roor, 
passed by the Senate and pending in 


the House, is of unusual importance. 


-It enlarges the jurisdiction of the 
United States Supreme Court and 
brings before it a class of decisions by 
State courts which hitherto have been 
beyond its consideration. It is in ac- 
cord with the view of the New York 
County Lawyers’ Association, which 
proposed the following: 


Enact a Federal statute providing 
for an appeal to the national Supreme 
Court from decisions of the State 
courts involving Federal questions not 
only in cases in which State laws have 
been held constitutional, but also in 
those cases in which the State laws 
have been held unconstitutional, as 
violative of due process of law. In 
other words, wherever a State law is 
assailed because it infringes due proc- 
ess of law, an appeal should lie to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
whatever the determination of the 
highest State court. 


The committee of the association, of 
which J. HaMPDEN DOUGHERTY was 
Chairman, urges as a reason for the 
passage of-this bill the fact that, had

THE MEXICAN PERPLEXITY. 

One year ago, in the night of Feb. 
22-23, 1913, FrRancisCo MaDERO, the de- 
posed President of Mexico, and PINo 
SuAREZ, who had been deposed as Vice 
President at the same time, were as- 
sassinated while being transferred to 
other quarters from the National Pal- 
ace, where they had been held as 
prisuners. No actual evidence that the 
Provisional President, Gen, HuERTA, or 
any member of his Government, was 
implicated in the murder has ever 
been obtained, but thé attempted 
transfer of the political prisoners was 
made at night and the guard was in- 
sufficient. 
MaDERO was hated by many army offi- 
cers, who held him responsible for the 
murder of Col. Rutz, commander of 
the Rurales in the Federal District 
and a very popular officer, while Ma- 
DERO himself had shot and killed the 
officer who, under orders, had carried 
to him the formal announcement that 
the Congress demanded his resigna- 
tion. The deposed President’s brother, 
Gustavo, had been assassinated a few

places with men upon whose obe- 
| dience he could rely, after a form of 
election which deceived nobody. On 
the other hand, he has treated for- 
eign residents, including Americans, 
well; he has submitted to peculiar and 
unprecedented relations with the 
United States with remarkable self- 
control, has treated the American 
President’s personal representative, 
Mr. Linb, with courtesy, while he has 
listened with good grace to sugges- 
tions made by Mr. O’SHAUGHNEssY, 
our Chargé at the capital, and fre- 
quently acted upon them. There is 
no doubt that he has gained a large 
measure of respect from many per- 
sons in this country who profess *to

TROUBLED WATERS, 

It is more than an election scandal 
that the House of Lords compels the 
Asquith Government to face. It goes 
to the very spirit of the Liberal Party 
under the controlling influence of Mr. 
Lioyp GrorGE. That gentleman and 
his radical supporters never tire of 


railing at the Peers as an expensive, 
useless, hindering, and rather corrupt- 
ing element in British politics. Mr. 
GEORGE particularly derides the aris- 
tocracy not only as backward and 
stupid, but as selfish, unscrupulous, 
living off the earnings of others, en- 
joying privilege for which they make 
no return, and callously inflicting 
cruel hardship on the innocent and 
long-suffering masses. And now a 
Liberal Peer is accused of loose and 
demoralized conduct of party finance, 
and an inquiry is demanded into the | 
terms of the bargains by. which ap- 
parently the party funds are en- 
riched about the time of the dispens- 
ing of “honors.” Neither offense is 
capital, and it is quite probable that 
both have been committed by the Con- 
servatives in times past. But what 
is relatively innocent in a party that 
believes in peerages has a different 
look when done by a party that openly 
contemns and despises the aristocracy. 
And it is distinctly embarrassing to 
see a Liberal “ Whip” begin his ca- 
reer in the Upper House by a lame 
defense against the charge that his 
conduct in money matters unfits him 
for companionship with the effete 
Lords. 

Just at this moment, too, comes the 
loss of his seat for Bethnal Green by 
Mr. MASTERMAN, supposed to be a per- 
fectly safe candidate. It is explained | 
by the Liberal papers that the defeat 
was due solely to the nomination of a 
Socialist candidate. But this rather 
aggravates the harm done, for if Mr. 
GEORGE’s variegated and extreme so- 
cial programme is liable to be upset 
by a party that thinks he does not go 
far enough, the Conservatives, who 
think that he goes much too far, will 
inevitably gain thereby. It was pre- 
cisely the people who are attracted by 
the Socialist programme that Mr. 
GEORGE relied on.

write. The ignorance of the latter at 
least may be due to the fact that educa- 
tion was refused to him at home, and he 
may be not only eager to get it, but 
quite competent to profit by it when ob- 
tained. The native American, on the 
contrary, who has not been to school or 
who has not learned anything there, is, 
in a great majority of cases, mentally 
defective to such an extent as to make 
the franchise for him a danger or a 
farce. 

Most applicants for naturalization are 
put through something of an examina- 
tion as to their degree of intelligence and 
the amount of their knowledge of our 
institutions. Only too often, however, 
the questioning is perfunctory, and, no 
matter how stupid the answers, a trust- 
ed assurance that the candidate will 
‘ vote right "’ wing for the candidate his 
precious ‘* papers.’’ 

Some of the States, while willing 
enough to have such men for inhabi- 
tants, and to pay them for hard work, 
not the less necessary because consid- 


; ered too humble or too unpleasant to be 


done by the descendants of earlier com- 
ers, bar them from the polling booth. 
Where that rule applies to all alike it is 
easily defensible, but where it does not 
sense and consistency suffer. 

The Federal naturalization law, prop- 
erly enough, is much simpler than those 
of the several States defining the quali- 
fications of voters. New York, for rea- 
sons not at all mysterious, gives the bal- 
lot more freely than is done in most 
other parts of the country, and while 
this is the case advocacy of a literacy 
test for immigrants comes with an espe- 
cially ill-grace from a New Yorker.

Dr. David G. Wylie yesterday resigned 
as pastor of the Scotch Presbyterian 
Church at Ninety-sixth Street and Cen- 
tral Park West, after a service of 


twenty-three years. Dr. Wylie an- 
nounced his resignation in the course of 
his mornings sermon and followed it 
with a short résumé of the events of 
his ministry. 

The Scotch Presbyterian Church is 
the second oldest Presbyterian Church 
in New York, having been organized in 
1788 as the First Associate Reformed 
Church. Its home was then in Cedar 
Street, near Broadway. In 1824 it 
was united with the General, Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church im America 
and moved to Crosby and Grand Streets. 

Dr. Wylie became its pastor in 1891, 
when the church was in Fourteenth 
Street, between Fifth and Sixth Ave- 
nues. During his pastorate the Four- 
teenth Street property was sold and the 
church was moved to its present site.

CHINA FAST CHANGING. 


Great Developments There In Next 
Decade, Says Returning Traveler. 


Speaking yesterday morning at the 
Central Presbyterian Church, Sherwood 
Eddy, a student secretary of the¢In- 
ternational Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, who Has just returned from 
a three years’ trip through Asia, said 
that China was on the eve of a great 
religious and industrial awakening that 
was destined to be one of the greatest 
revivals in the world’s history. 

Mr. Eddy predicted that in the next 
decade China, would build more rail- 
roads than any other country on earth. 
Coal mines had recently been discovered 
in one province, he said, that were 
capable of supplying the world for 1,000 
years.

TO STUDY FOREIGN LABOR. 


How Dealt With by Governments— 
Plans of American Commission. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—The United 
States Commission on Industrial Rela- 
tions announced to-day that it had un- 
dertaken a study of the experience of 
other countr‘es in dealing with labor 
disputes and that it might suggest 
remedial legislation as a result. The 
commission adds: 

“ After the experience of foreign coun- 


tries with Governmental machinery has 
been studied, the commission will make 


a survey of private organizations of 
employers and employes and the results 
of their activities in this country. Later 
the commission will devote itself to a 
study of the part played by the courts 
in labor controversies, an investigation 
of trades and labor unions and employ- 
ers’ organizations, and an investigation 
of unskilied labor, with its accompany- 
ing prolems. On the commission’s staff 
are @ small, carefully selected group of 
investigators. Their qualifications run 
from high college degrees and extensive 
business experience to an ability to win 
the confidence of the migratory laborer 
and get his story at first hand. 

“Public hearings by sub-committees 


in investigation of the garment trades 
will begin about March 15. The com- 
mission purposes to hold public hear- 
ings on all the most important subjects 
to be studied before its recommenda- 
tions are formulated.” 


TO STUDY TRADE BOARD BILL 


National Chamber of Commerce 
Appoints a Committee to Do So. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—The Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States 


has appointed a special committee to | 


consider the bill for the formation of 
an Interstate Trade Commission and the 
proposed statutes to supplement the 
Sherman Anti-Trust act. The committee 
will convene here on Tuesday. 

The National Chamber has had a 
standing committee which has been 
studying the problem for some months. 
The special committee is expected to 
crystallize this work and will prepare a 
report of the views of the busimess or- 


ganizations in the country, some 520 in 
number, embraced in the membership of 
the Chamber. 

The Chamber has also provided for the 
appointment of a committee to consider 
legislation permitting the maintenance 
of resale prices, and this committee 
will be announced within a few days.

Expert Asserts Government 
Management of Pribylof Isl- 
ands Lacks Oversight. 


|FOR KILLING MALE SURPLUS 


Contends Herds Would Galn by 
Open Season for Land Sealing. 
-——To Testify Again To-morrow.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Prof. George 
A, Clark, Secretary of Leland Stan- 
ford University, who has been testify- 
‘ing for the past two days on Pribylof 
lIsland fur sealing before the House 
| Committee on Expenditures in the De- 
partment of Commerce, has presented 
to that committee a formal statement 
further setting forth his contention that 
the present policy of the Government in 
prohibiting land sealing is a blundér. 
He will resume his testimony before 
the committee on Tuesday. 

Prof. Clark believes that land killing, 
confined to the superfluous male seals, 
will not endanger the life of the seal 
herd. The other school of seal experts 
take the contrary view and have in- 
| sisted on a-closed season for land seal- 
jing. Prof. Henry W. Elliott, the spe- 
| cial seal agent of the Rothermel In- 
vestigating Committee, ae this 
| school, and argues that Prof. ark is 
wrong. 

In his statement Prof. Clark vigorous- 
ly attacks the Government policy, re- 
gardless of the fact that he was sent 
to the Pribylof Islands in 1913 as a 
Government agent. 

*I make this statement with the sin- 
gle purpose of helping the Government 
do better by this great and valuable 
industry,” he says. “It was saved by

_ ‘* The present suspension of land kill- 
ings a clumsy and wasteful way of ac- 
complishing a certain end—the guaran- 
teeing to the herd of an adequate sup- 
ply of breeding males. This is a very 
important problem, but it should have a 
sane solution. To overstock the herd at 
one time and then liet it go indefinitely 
without attention is not the proper way 
to deal with it. A definite plan of main- 
taining an annual increment of breeding 
males should be wrought out and put 
in operation, with a scheme for perma- 
nently marking the animals. To make 
the killing grounds safe there should 
be developed a water system... With 
water available killing fields could be 
established wherever needed. 

“These new killing fields are needed 
in connection with the feeding of the 
foxes. They would effect a natural dis- 
tribution of surplus meat. For colonies 
exist in conjunction with all the rook- 
eries, but the greater part of the kill- 
ing is brought to the vicinity of the vil- 
lages concentrating the meat at points 
not accessible for the*foxes. The fox 
herds need development. There ‘should 
be five times as many foxes on the isl- 
ands. Foxes should be brought under 
control for breeding purposes.’”

SINGLE TAX. LEADER 


Wealthy Soap Manufacturer 
Gave $100,000 Annually and 
Toured World to Help Cause. 


PROFIT-SHARING PIONEER! 


Began Cash Distribution to Em- 
ployes In 1910—Also Noted for 
Many Philanthroples. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 22.—Joseph 
Fels, wealthy soap manufacturer, single 
tax leader and philanthropist, died this 
morning at the home of his friend Earl 


week’s illness with pneumonia. He was 
59 years old. 

As an advocate of single tax, profit 
sharing for employes, and co-operative 
colonies in this country and in England, 
Mr. Fels achieved international fame. 
No less noteworthy were his gifts to 
charity and the deep interest he took 
in the welfare of the poorer classes. 

Mr. Fels amassed a large fortune in 
a few years in the soap manufacturing 
business in Baltimore and Philadelphia. 
He was born at Halifax Court House, 
Va., the son of Lazarus Fels and Su- 
sannah Freiberg, and was educated in 
the private schools of Yanceyville, N. 
C.; Richmond, and Baltimore. On Nov. 
16, 1891, he was married to Mollie Fels 
of Keokuk, lowa. He was so successful 
selling soap foreothers and showed such 
early ability that he and his father 
engaged in the same line of business in 
saltimore in 1874 under the name of 
Fels & Co. Later the business was 
transferred to this city. 

Anticipating the needs of profit shar- 
ing in large industries, Mr. Fels and his 
brothers were probably the pioneers in 
that direction in this country. It was 
in April, 1910, that such a plan was 
started in the Fels factory here. At that 
time more than $60,000 was distributed 
to the employes as their share of the 
profits made by the company in the 
preceding year. 

Although he early became an advocate 
of Henry George's ideas, it was not until 
he went to live in England about eight 
years ago as the English representative 
of his firm that Mr. Fels began to devote 
almost all his time, money, and energy 
to the cause of single tax. Since then, 
his friends estimate, he gave more than 
$100,000 annually and visited every part 
of the world to advance the propaganda. 
Not only was he a leader in the cause in 
this country and England, but he was a 
large contributor to funds for the single 
tax campaigns in Denmark, Germany, 


| France, Spain, Australia, New Zealand, 


and Canada, matching dollar for dollar 
the amounts given by all other con- 
tributors. 

His gumrantee to the Fels fun@ in 

with headquarters in Cincin- 
nati, was $25,000 a year. He was also 
one of the financial backers of the Arden 
Colony in Delaware and the Fair Hope 
Colony near Mobile, Ala., where the the- 
ory of the single tax received practical 
demonstrations. 

Mr. Fels was prominent as a speaker 
and writer, as well as a contributor for 
the cause which he advocated, and even 
during his last illness was engaged in 
preparing an article on the subject.

LORD WIMBORNE DIES. 


English Peer Owned 83,600 Acres 
—Lord Ashby St. Ledgers His Heir. 


LONDON, Feb. 22.—Ivor Bertie Guest, 
first Baron Wimborne, died to-day. He 
owned 83,600 acres, and his heir is Lord 
Ashby St. Ledgers, who organized the 


polo team which will attempt next year 
to recover the International Cup now 
held in the United States. 

Lord Wimborne, who was created the 
first Baron Wimborne in 1880, held sev- 
eral important offices in Great Britain. 
He was born at Dowlais, a parish of 
Wales, in_ 1838, son of Sir Josiah J. 
Guest, and his second wife, Charlotte, 
daughter of the ninth Earl of Lindsey. 
He was educated at Harrow and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
received the degree M. A. In 1868 
he married Lady Cornelia Spencer- 
Churchill, daughter of the seventh Duke 
of Marlborough. 

In 1862 Lord Wimborne was High 
Sheriff of Glamorganshire. He was 
Mayor of Poole in 1896, His town and 
country homes were at 22 Arlington 
Street, and Canford Manor, Wimborne, 
Dorsetshire. 


Samuel H. Everett Dies. 

Samuel Harrison Everett, a cousin 
of Edward Everett Hale, dled on Satur- 
day at his home, 490 Hancock Street, 
Brooklyn. His ancestors were among 
the first settlers on Long Island, land- 
ing there in i746. Mr. Everett was born 
in Carmel, Putnam County, N. Y¥., 77 
years ag He came to New York and 
established the Everett Hotel, which be- 
came a famous hostelry. One of the 
proprietor’s kindnesses was to give an 
annual dinner to the newsboys. He 
was President of the Board of Trustees 
of the Rev. T. De Witt Talmadge’s 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, and for five years 
was school trustee for the Thirteenth 
Ward, resigning to become an Assembly- 
man, He took an active part tn politics, 
helping to defeat Roscoe Conkling and 
“Boss” Platt. 


Bradford H. Locke. 
Bradford H. Locke, a well-known min- 
ing engineer of this city, died yesterday 
morning at Lexington, Mass., at the age 
of 64. He was a native of Massachu- 


setts, and was graduated from the Insti- 
tute of Technology in 1873. After a short 
professionat career in California, he set- 
tled in Colorado, where he was identified 
with extensive mining operations.

Jet Ornaments Are Not ‘“‘Jewelry’*— 


Bracelets and Shoes Classified. 


Imitation ornaments of jet are not to 


be regarded as “jewelry ’”’ within the 
meaning of the Tariff act of 1900, ac- 
cording to a decision of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers. ‘The 
Collector returned the articles at 60 per 
cent. under the jewelry paragraph of 
the law. Albert Lorsch & Co., the im- 
porters of the goods, protested, con- 
tending that the classification should be 


under the provision for manufactures 
of glass or paste, with duty at 45 per 
cent. ad valorem. The protest was sus- 
tained and the Collector reversed. 


G. W. Sheldon & Co., Chicago, lost a 


protest relating to the classification of 
coral bracelets, which were returned | 
for duty under the old law, at 85 per 
cent, ad valorem as acticles of personal 
adornment. The firm asked for a rate} 
of 60 per cent. as jewelry. Although a 
rehearing was granted in this case, 
importers failed to submit evidence sal- 
isfactory to the Board.

They might | 
just as well understand right now that 
the women of the country are not going | 
to sit back calnily and see them return | 
to the Senate and House, year after 
year, while they are opponents of our 
advancement into political freedom. | 

Vhile it is true that opposition to

REPLIES TO PROF. SOMBART. 


Why Jews Left Guninaiy Told by 
Friedenburg at Historical Meeting. 
Special to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 22.—A reply 
to Prof. Werner Sombart of Breslau, 
Germany, whose book, “ The,Jew and 
Capitalism,’’ attacked the race, was 
made to-night by Albert M. Friedenburg 
of New York City at the twenty-second 
annual mecting of the American Jewish 
Historical Society here. Mr. Friedenburg 
took issue with Prof. Sombart as to the 
relation between the religion of Juda- 
ism and the disposition of men of that 
religion toward commercial undertak- 
ings. He went into the causes which 
led to the emigration of Jews from 
Germany in great numbers toward the 

middle ot the last century. 

“Their motive,” he declared, ‘‘ was 
not that attributed by Prof. Sombart, 
but was because of their desire to live 
as Jews without the disabilities of Jevs 
in Old World jurisprudence, to exchange 
a Government of men for one of laws.’
